OTTAWA, Oct. 6.—At question time | Holden, 


tn the house this afternoon Mr. Mc- 
Gibbon asked if it was the intention 
of the government to pay war gra- 
tuity to Canadian graduate nurses who 
served with the Imperial forces. 

“Under the present order-in-council 
euthorizing war service gratuity,” the 
minister of militia answered, ‘“Cana- 
dian graduate nurses who served ov- 
erseas with the Imperial forces only 
are not entitled thereto.” 

Mr, Demieux was informed that no 
action was contemplated by the gfov~- 
ernment to remove the, handicap 
which now exists against the impor- 
tation of French goods on the decline 
of the French franc. 

A resolution was passed to permit 
the house to sit on Wednesday nights 
until the end of the session. : 

Mr. Ernest Lapointe asked the gov- 
erriment if there was any definite in- 
formation as to when Canada would 
be at peace with all the European na- 
tions. At present this country was in 
@ state of war with certain nations. 

Sir George Foster replied that it was 
tmpossible to give this information at 
present; certain conditions in Europe 
precluded giving such definite infor- 
mation. He told Mr. Lapointe that it 


was improbable it would be available, 


at the present session. 

Sir Sam Hughes asked whether the 
report of the Guelph novitiate inves- 
tigation was available and if it would 
be laid on the table. 

The leader of the government re- 
plied that the information might be 
obtained from the minister of justice, 
who was not ifn his seat.

Public Health Nurse Installed in 
Municipal Hospital at 
Mannville 


The municipal hospital at Mannville 
has been completed and was opened 
recently with practically a full equip- 
ment. There is a consignment of ov- 
erseas equipment and furnishings that 
are coming from the Red Cross head- 
quarters in Toronto and word has been 
received that these are already on the 
way. With the receipt of these the 
hospital will be fully equipped, Miss 
Clarke, one of the public health 
nurses, has been, installed as superin- 
tendent. Her assistant has had expe- 
rience in the work too, having been 
the former superintendent at the old 
Vermilion hospital. The hospital at 
Mannville is a ten-bed institution. 

The Vermilion hospital! is well on its 
way to completion and the contractor 
has promised that he will be able to 
hand over the building complete to 
the department in three weeks, and it 
will be immediately opened ¢hen. 

At Drumheller, work is well under 
way. The roof is on now and it is ex- 
pected to have the hospital a going 
concern under two months’ time. 

At Onoway the hospital is now 
working under the municipal scheme. 


As the hospitals make ‘thelr way 
throughout the country, there !s an 
increasing demand for the pubilec 


health nurses to inspect the schoois. 
Miss Brighty, a public health nurse, 
who he» been doing good work of an 
organizing nature in the Grande Pra- 
frie country this summer, has been 
employed by the board at Onoway 
and will inspect all the schools in the 
hospital district.

“Would vou like to say that the 
peak prices will be reached within 
that time ” asked Mr. Mustard, 

“I would not like to say that.” 

Mr. Lynn said many foreign buyers 
were in Canada offering contracts at 
prices advanced over the present scale, 
but Canadian “factories were obliged to 
turn these offers down because of the 
inability to secure leather. He did 
not think the retailers profit was 
more than in 1914, and furthermore 
the records showed that few@r shoes 
were being purchased from the re- 
tailers since the prices went up.

KILLED WHE

T. Watson Falls on Head at Cor-

Shortly before five o'clock on Mon- 
day afternoon, Thomas Watson, # Un- 
smith, employed by Ross Brothers, 
was instantly killed as the result of 
striking the pavement’ on his head 
when the scaffold on which he aa 
standing had collapsed.

They planned on a gross profit of 
from 30 per cent to 50 per cent, on 
the turnover according to the quality 
of stock sold, the spread being great- 
est in the higher priced shoes. 


Increased Cogta 


E. W. Warren, shoe department of 
Johnstone Walker, Ltd., recalled, said 
the firms shoe business in 1916 a- 
mounted to $104,000; in 1918 to $158,- 
000, and for the first six months of 

16 $90,000, ‘ 
in 1914 and “1915~-the-combined 
net profits amounted to only $1300, 
In 1916 the cost of doing business 
was 22 per cent, Jeaving a net profit 
of $6,900 or 6. per cent. In 1918 
the lowest ebb of net profits was 
reached with a margin of only 1.02 
per cent, on turnover, 
costs of doing business 
eats up the gross profits, although 
these seem high, according to Mr. 
Warren. For, instance salaries were 
constantly going higher, increases 
within the last few weeks at their 
store amounting to as much as 50 per 
cent For the last two years taxes 
‘Mad reached $31,000, and all other 
costs were correspondingly high.

Mr.Warren, endorsed the __ state- 
ments of previous witnesses that the 
majority of retail shoe dealers fail 
in business, Success by others result- 
ed in many cases from these failures 
by reason of bankrupt stocks being 
available.

Whoesale costs were advancing 
rapidly, Mr, Warren averred. His 
firm was selling some lines of shoes 
at less than they were paying whole- 
sale. 

Volume of Business Increased 

J. D. Dowers of Dowers, Ltd., whole- 
‘sale shoe dealers and distributors, 
said their net profit in 1918 was §2,- 
200 but the volume of business was 
increased greatly ‘this year, being 
$201,000 for the first eight months, 
The firm was cutting operating ex- 
penses to the bone, this being held 
jdown to $12,000. 

Mr. McDonald, credit manager and 
accountant of tho McFarland Shoe 
Co., shoe distributors, said thelr cost 
‘was 10 per cent, of the sale price on 
$300,000 turnover, the net profit be- 
ing 21-2 per cent. He agroet that 
shoes were becoming scarcer and that 
the wholesale price was constantly ad- 
ivancing. 
| Wm, E. Johnson, manager of the 
shoe dopartment at thr Hudson's 
Bay store, recalled, gave a statement 
of the firms’ business in that depart- 
ment for the last five years showing 
that net losses ran as high for half 
years, as 16 1-10 per cent and 84 2-10 
per cent in 1914, to .03 per cent, jn the 
last half of 1916. In the first half 
lof 1915 the net loss was 29 per cent. 
|The net profits were 2.07 per cent 
jfor the last half of 1915; .01 per cent, 
lfor the first half of 1916: 1.06 per

Speaking in support of the motion, 
Mr. McKenzie stated that he under- 
stood that irregularities in connection 
with dealings between the government 
and the Dominion Canners, limited, 
had already been brought to tho at- 
tention of the former. He was in- 
formed, he said, that the Dominion 
Canners had supplied bad food to the 
soldiers at the front. Cans of pork 
and beans were not up to the stand- 
ard, inasmuch as they contained no 
pork, while sometimes the beans were 
He understood that a large 
number of the cans contained a pro- 
portion of stones, which in the ag- 
eregate would weigh some tons and 
fill several carloads.

use of liquid air and liquid hydrogen, 
the only laboratory of its kind in 
North America. r, Reid has been 
investigating the causes and suggest- 
ed cures for influenza, and has made 
valuable discoveries tending to com- 
bat the recurrence of future epidem- 
ics. Professor MacClement is an ex- 
rt on the noxious fungi which would 
estroy our great Canadian forests if 
left to themselves. Dr. Lathrop has 
been carrying on valuable research 
work on trench nephritis, with the 
object of discovering the true nature 
of this curious disease of the Euro- 
pean battlefields. 

The Arts Faculty of the Queen’s is 
conducted by Professors, who, in 
their own fields of work, are just as 
enterprising, and the man or woman 
with a Queen’s degree has an excel- 
lent chance of succeeding in what- 
ever learned profession he or she ma:
